There cannot surely be any substan- 
tial foundation for the rumor that pro- 
tests have been made to the city author- 
ities against the housing of servicemen and 
their families in any section of Edmonton. 
If so, the objection must really have been 
to the type of houses it is proposed to 
build to accommodate the servicemen, not 
to the prospective occupants. 

Even so, the protests are out of order. 
A difficult situation has to be met, not in 
Edmonton only but in every considerable 
centre of population across Canada. The 
returning men and their families must be 
got into shelter, here as elsewhere, as 
quickly as possible, certainly before win- 
ter. This can only be done by putting up 
houses which can be built rapidly, out of 
the materials obtainable, and by the limit- 
ed amount of skilled labor. 

For reasons of sanitation and comfort 
the houses have to be located where water 
and sewer services exist, and where trans- 
portation is not too far away. If this means 
placing some smal] temporary houses in 
a district where the neighbors had hoped 
for large and permanent houses, that can- 
not be helped. The needs of the service- 
man’s family must come ahead of any- 
body's preference as to size and style

Fifteen German U-boats, their 
decks awash and the black sur- 
render flag flying over their con- 
ning towers, with five Canadian 
frigates escorting them for 500 
miles from the coast of Norway 
into the naval base at Loch Erri- 
boll on the north coast of Scot- 
land, was the greatest sight and 
the biggest thrill of this war to 
ERA.

Babies are ready to be put in 
playpens long before they are able 
to sit up or walk around in them 
It is one of those things to which 
| the baby must become accustomed 
| He must learn to lie og this moder- 
atély-hard surface and get used to 
seeing those bars around him 

if the baby is five months of 
| age he can be put in the pen. 

Then he learns to lie and look 
| around him and tentatively rol! 

over a bit. If mother waits until! 
| he is crawling around on the 
| floor he will resent the playpen 

and cry loudly when confined in 
it. 

Mothers of children of past gen- 
}@rations wonder how they ever 
| existed without playpens. Of course, 
lthey did have makeshift ones 
Dining room chairs laced together 
|to make a fence. My own children 
had a circular pen that looked like 
the modern snow fencing. It had 
|no flooring so that it could be—and 
|was—pushed from end to end of 
lthe room. But at least they were 
inside of it and not falling down 
stairs or pulling down lamps. as 
they might otherwise have been 
| doing 
| The floor in the modern playpen 

is a valuable addition. It makes the 
playpen immovable so that it can 
jbe put in a safe spot in the room 
and be anchored there. When the 
playpen is moved outdoors the child 
does not have to sit or lie on the 
ss but can be comfortable on 
ne floor of the pen, with a nice, 
padded covering to soften its hard- 
ness 

Children get so used to being 
put in a pen the moment they are 
dressed in the morning that they 
do not cry but settle down to the 
business of playing. It is always 
smart to put the pen where there 
is plenty of activity. In front of 
a window is a@ fine spot, so baby 
can stretch and see what is going 
on out on the street. Within sight 
of mother, if she is working in 
the kitchen, is an ideal place, for 
even a busy mother who can be

OTTAWA, June 27.—(CP)—Air 
Marshal Sir Hugh Pugh Lioyd 
commander of the British air forces 
in the Pacific, paused briefly here 
yesterday en route to the Japanese 
theatre by way of Washington.
